Turkey Run park have been printed 
and have increased the interest of 


ys of the community in the park. 


Further bits of interesting history 
of the park will be given next week. 
Today's chapter follows: 


Late iu 1921 there was acquired 


from the lloosier Veneer Co., one 
hundred and ninety acres of land 
joining the park on the east and 
south. 
Xo suitable price could be 


nrranged so it was necessary to re- 
sort to the power of eminent do- 
main. The value of the., land was set 
at $55 (per acre, which price was 
paid. From this area all the large 
timber had bt-t-n cut but there still 
remained a good cover • of 
small 


trees. The topography is rugged-.and 
a series of interesting gullies is in- 
cluded. 


This acquisition gave the park an 


outlet on Ihe state highway and in 
order to make use of it a road was 
necessary. 
Such a winding .scenic 


road was planned by the Division of 
Engineering of the Department anil 
constructed bv Roland Luke, state 
superintendent, 
of 
Parks. 
At its 


junction with the old park road on 
the hill above (he swinging bridge, 
a trestle 165 feel long and 45 feet 
high was erected to carry it across 
the deep gulch. 


Up to this time this gulch had 


no 
name 
and 
the commission 


thought it fitting to name it No why 
Gulch in honor of Arthur C. Newby 
an 
Indianapolis citizen who gave 


very substantial donations to make 
the preservation of Turkey Run pos- 
sible. 


Al the entrance to the road from 


the State Highway a toll gate was 
erected with u small lodge for the 
gate keeper. This gate is a replica 
of those used in the toll roads of 
the state years ago and its signi- 
ficance here 
because each visitor 


must pay his toll of ten cents to- 
wards the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the park.

following the old park road past 
Camp Red,.Win?- where the Rush 
County boys will be located, and 
over the Turkey Run Hollow Arch, 
the visitor comes 10 n small path 
leading to the right.
